LITTLE ROCK—(A1)—Declaring that 


exemption of stale agencies would re- 
duce revenues dedicated by the 1934 
refunding act to payment of principal 
and interest on $141,000,000 in out- 
standing Arkansas highway bonds, the 
supremo court held in a 5 to 2 cle- 
cison Monday that the Highway De- 
partment must continue to pay the 
B.5 cents per gallon stale gasoline tax. 


The opinion reversed a decision for 


the highway department in Pulaski 
chancery court. 


Under Monday's ruling by the Ar- 


kansas supreme court, the highway 
department must continue to pay ap- 
proximately §100,000 a year to the 
slate revenue department in gaso- 
line taxes. 


No action was taken by the high 


court on the Hempslead county court- 
house removal case as appellees still 
have lime in which to'file a brief for u 
rehearing of the case. 


Hope was sustained by the court in 


a decision handed down only recent- 
ly.

of 45,000,000 American women do their share toward solving the cotton problem. 


-ffl Frankly, Mr, Voung wants those legs 


encased in cotton hose again, for at 
least part of the time. 


He proposes to bring this about by 


devising cotton stockings which, for 
certain purposes, will be so good-look- 
ing and wearable that women won't bo 
able to resist thorn. 


Borrowed By the Government 


It lolts as If he mlhght huve some 


success, too. An expert in the hosiery 
trade, he Was borrowed by the depart- 
'm'cnt last summer on atwo-year loan 
and given n place in the Division of 
Textiles and Clothing of the Bureau 
of Home Economics. 


He has obtained the co-operation of 


several textile companies, which have 
put some regular full-fashioned ma- 
chinos at work making cotton hose to 
his designs. He uses a combined yarn 
of long staple cotton, mercerized and 
put through n singeing process to give 
it a smoother texture. On his desk, ho 
has two or three dozen samples of the 
finished process. 


He has no idea of muscling in on the 


sheer hosiery field, and he isn't trying 
to create dress stockings, He has the 
notion that for occasions where a wo- 
man subjects her hose to a good deal of 
wear—for sports, for instance—some- 
thing extremely 
good-looking and 


highly wearable can be offered that 
will have both style-appeal and price- 
appeal. 


"We're not trying to cdrrrpete with 


the silk people," he says. "Why, lasi 
year some 12 million dozen pair ol 
sheer full-fashioned hose were sold in 
this country. If we can bring out cot- 
ton hose of a type that will induce 
each woman to buy two or throe pairs 


year, we'll be taking a big bite out o 
lie cotton surplus."

<nows about as much about women's 
egs as any man in America, Billy 
lose not excepted. 
He recalls the time when he wa; 
vilh the Realsilk company in Indinap 
lis. He devised a new sort of weave

erial, fitted out 100 of its girl em' 
jloyes with the new hose, and usec 
hem as guinea pigs.

It had a lot of movie people for clienls, 
and its foundations had to be creep- 
less, wrinkleless, and all that sort of 
thing.

Rearmament Plans May Mean 


More Big Disasters for U. S. 


Sinking of Submarine Squalus Is Horrible Example 


of What May Come as Newly Designed Ma- 


chinery Put in Operation 


By PRESTON GROVEE 


WASHINGTON.—It is being impress- 


ed on fighting folk hereabouts, both 
the land and water-borne variety, that 
he disaster to the submarine Squalus 
s only a horrible sample of the sort 
f thing to which the country must 
ecome hardened: in the next two or 
iree years as rearmament speeds up. 
It is not being panicky to foresee 
nat there will be airplane crashes, 
hip smashups and all the sorts of 
major and minor mishaps that charac- 
erize the business of putting newly 
lesigned and very intricate machinery 
nto the hands of less and less exper- 
enced hands., 
Germany has had a taste of it in 


jrowing casualties in its air program. 
Crash news can't be published any 
more. 


As to what happened to the Squalus, 


even the official investigation may 
never bring out a true picture. We 
were taken into the interior of a sis- 
er ship of the Squalus a while back 
and then got a glimpse of the tremend- 
ous complexity of a submarine. Even 
more impressive was the picture of the 
lopelcssness of saving more than a 
fraction of the crew when trouble 
comes. 


No Room to Run 


Crew men and officers cannot run 


from end to end,of the ship if it were 
an empty section...of city sewer pipe 
It is filled with machinery, valves, con- 
;rol wheels, fuel and air pipes, gauges 
map tables, torpedoes and ladders 
Every few feet is a bulkhead dividing 
one section of the ship frdnt another 
Through ij, is. narrow door, the .size .o. 
a manhole. Men literally squirm from 
place to place.

When a, submarine dives the norma 


post for most of the officers is in the 
control room, from which perform- 
ance of the whole ship can be super- 
vised. That is why all but one of the 
officers were in the middle and for- 
ward part of the ship which happened 
not to be flooded. The engineer of- 
iicer, along with the engineer crew, 
were aft, where the motors are locat- 
ed. The water got them. 


Since it seems clear that a valve that 


remained open at the time of the dive 
was t oblarne for the tragedy, a hunt 
for the cause is narrowed almost en- 
tirely to two possible failures, one 
human, one mechanical. Both center 
around that vital dial board which 
submarine officers call the "Christ- 
mas tree." 


Red Means Danger 


On the Seal, which we explored, 


and on the Squalus, the "Christmas 
tree' was a square dial constantly 
showing a combination of green and 
red lights as long as the ship is on the 
surface and a vent in the hull is open. 
A rod lights on the dial shows a hull 
opening has not been closed. No dive 
must be ordered until the whole dial 
shows green. Each hull opening has' 
its own pair of lights, red and green, 
and each light is numbered so the 
light will show exactly the particular 
hull opening which is open. 


The.question is, then, did the "Christ- 


mas tree" fail to show one valve was 
open at the time of the dive, or did the 
officer responsible for watching the 
dial fail to note the one lone red light 
warning that a dive would bring dis- 
aster?

"Minor Problems" 


"The problems of Tunisia, Suez and 


Jibuti, although important, are minor 
problems. They concern among other 
things the obligation of France to give 
Ilaly compensations pledged in the 
London pact of 1915 and unpaid up to 
now and the obligation of France to 
recognize the rights of Italian citizens 
in Tunisia.

He 
dismissed the question with a quick 
brush of his hands. 


"Nations do not go to war for force,' 


he said. "Only barbarians make wai 
for the fun of it. Once satisfied, the 
countries now without means tg exis 
will be only too happy to take then 
place beside Ihose which now roll in 
riches."

Fijians Take Seven 
Years to Build Canoe * 


"DOAT building is,the first art tb 
** the Fijians, They have been 
making extraordinary canoes from 
the beginning of ttieir history. 


The Drua canbes repregented 


the finest boat building achieve- 
ment of the Fijians. The largest 
of them was 110 feet long, six to1 
eight feet wide with a masthead 
60 feet above the deck. They 
were propelled by a sail df finely 
wpyen hibiscus majtihg. 


As many as 50 men often 


manned tKe'se masterful canoes 
and even with all this crew aboard 
there was room for food and wa^ 
ter and weapons at wartime, al? 
though these, canoes were used 
chiefly for .peacetime journeys. 
Often a whole pig was roasted at. 
one of the open fires on the'boat. 


.But most 
remarkable thing 


about the'Fijian boats was their 
stnictur'e. There was not a nail 
in 
them. 
The 
Fijians 
felled 


whole trees and shaped them,'! 
with the most primitive tools. 
They caulked the seams with 
gum from the breadfruit tree and 
sewed the planks with hibiscus 
cordage or cocoanut-fiber rope. 


Usually it took seven years to 


build one of the giant canoes, at 
the end of which time there was 
a colorful ceremony. Often there 
were a number of human sacri-?
